Frequently she got her wish, a 
pistol bullet in head or breast, but whe- 
ther this death came before or after did 
not matter; the rape took place, and, 
more often than not, with a line of 
Many girls, especially the younger ones, 
died from those long series of physical 
and soul tortures, s0 that to some in
